From Russia With Shove

On Feb. 13. 1974. Alexander Solzhenitsyn suffered a severe set 
back in his one-man battle against the Soviet Union and the cor- 
ruption of the Marxist vision it has come to represent. A guerilla 
lizhter. Whose weapon was his pointed pen, he chose to fight his ba 
tle within hts native lind. but was forcibly exiled from his native Rus- 
Sia 

Some conclusion to Solzhenitsyn's battle eventually had to be 
reached, and to me it was somewhat surprising that it did not end up 
with Soizhenitsyn being exiled further east instead of west. However 
that merely shows the sense of Poetic justice which motivated the 
Soviet leaders. For want of a better phrase. it could be aptly stated as 
“Russia. love it or leave it.” It should also be noted that a variation of 
this phrase became common in America during the Vietnam war. at 
least in the popular mind and popular speech. Government oratory 
Was constrained by constutitional niceties. which were more honored 
inspeech than in observance. But then, the Soviet Union inits actions 
cannot but reflect the people's will what else could a peoples’ 
republic do, | ask you? Who should bear the outrages of effete, for- 
tunate, impudent snobs? 

No. I should have expected the Soviet authorities would have to 
take some step against Solzhenitsyn. After all. he had been putting up 
a 10-year heroic struggle with the other Mother Bear, whose body 
politic was covered with a lot of scabs and open sores — a whole ar- 
chipelago of sores, old wounds which hadn't healed, cancerous wars. 
It had such a number of warts that Solzhenitsyn seemed to have 
sturted to wonder whether the scabrous Mother Bear had turned into 
a leopard or a white wolf or a Judas. But Solzhenitsyn sat down 
beside the other Mother Bear and scratched the old sores until she 
screamed, He didn't want Mother Bear to forget her sores. didn't 
want her to whitewash them under a blanket of Siberian snow 

To sit there, as Solzhenitsyn did. and scratch his pen in the old 
wounds of the bear. knowing death or imprisonment was the 
probably consequence, was an act of heroism

It ts likely that this may be the last issue of the Stare Hornet this 
semester. The newspaper is currently without an editor. Tomorrow 
the four remaining members of the editorial staff may be leaving 
\lrcady tive members of the editorial staff have resigned and under 


ho circumstances will they return 


The exodus of the staff was precipatated by the refusal of the As- 


socnited Students organization to reinstate token compensation tor 
the Stare Hornet editorial staff. Prior to last semester, editorial staf! 
members were provided small stipends for the 20 to 30 hours per 
week required of them to publish the S:ate Horner. These stipends 


amounted to approximately 50 cents to $1 an hour 


The minimal remuneration for the staff was slashed from the 
1973-74 State Hornet budget for primarily political reasons by the 


Student Senate 


The State Hornet statt is leaving mainly because the time required 


to put out the paper comes in constant conflict with classwork and 


the outside employment they are forced to seek because they must 
live and eat. Providing token stipends for the editorial staff would 


climinate much of the financial pressure that 


moonlighting 


necessitates 


To eliminate this problem. the Board of Publications. the 
policymaking body of the State Hornet, has proposed the 
remmstatement of statt stipends. The stipends would be financed from 


a surplus in advertising revenue received by the newspaper. The sur- 


plus amounts to approximately $6,000 
[his proposal has been forwarded to the BOF M for consideration 
at their meeting today. The BOFM will make a recommendation on

Ihe BOFM and the Student
